Brigadier-General 
Charles 
G. 
Dawes, known as fighter, inherited his 
fighting proclivities from a fighting 
father, who won fame in the Battle 
of Gettysburg, Colonel Rufus Dawes. 
General 
Dawes, 
the 
Republican 
nominee for vice president of the 
United States and author of the now- 
famous expression, “Hell an’ Maria,” 
which he uttered before one of the 
numerous 
investigating 
committees 
of Congress to emphasize a point, was 
a son of Colonel Rufus R. Dawes, a 
Lieutenant Colonel in the Civil War, 
commanding the Sixth Wisconsin In­ 
fantry in the Battle of Gettysburg 
July, 1863. 
His regiment, with the 2d and 7th 
Wisconsin, the 24th 
Michigan 
and 
the 19th Indiana, composed the Iron 
Brigade 
of 
Wadsworth's 
Division, 
First Corps, famous in 
song 
and 
story. 
What the regiment did that first 
day of the fight at Gettysburg is 
better described by Coloned Dawes 
himself in his official report, dated) 
July 4th, 1863. 
HEADQUARTERS SIXTH WIS- 
CONSIN VOLUNTEERS 
Sir; 
I have the honor to re­ 
port that the accompanying bat- 
tle-flag of the Second Mississippi 
Volunteers was captured by the 
regiment under my command un­ 
der the following circumstances: 
Shortly after the action open­ 
ed on the morning of July I, the 
regiment was detached from the 
brigade and ordered to the sup­ 
port of the right of the line of the 
division, which was being out­ 
flanked and forced back by the 
enemy (Davis’ Mississippi 
Bri­ 
gade). 
I moved as rapidly as possible 
I 


on the advancing lines 
of the 
enemy, joining with the Ninety- 
fifth New York and the Four­ 
teenth Brooklyn on my left. 
A 
brisk fire was opened throughout 
the line which soon checked the 
enemy and forced to take refuge 
in a railroad cut (at the bridge 
on Reynolds Avenue). 
I ordered 
a charge upon the cut. The men 
moved forward, well closed up 
and on the run. 
When our line 
reached the cut the enemy ceased 
firing and threw down their arms. 
At my demand, Major Blair, com­ 
manding the regiment in my front 
(The 2d Mississippi), surrendered 
his sword and regiment. 
The battle-flag was taken be­ 
fore the surrender by Corporal 
F. Ashbury Waller, of Co. I, and 
sent to the rear in charge of Ser­ 
geant Wilbam Evans, of Co. H, 
who was badly wounded. 
The 
sergeant was taken prisoner by 
the enemy and held two days in 
Gettysburg, 
but with 
the as­ 
sistance of some ladies of the 
town, whose names I have not 
learned, he successfully concealed 
the colors, and finally, when the 
enemy 
retired, 
brought 
them 
safely to the regiment. 
(Signed) 
R. R. DAWES, 
Lieut.-Colonel, Commanding 
Sixth Wisconsin Volunteers. 
The remaining regiments of the 
brigade were engaged in the grove 
with Archer’s Tennessee brigade that 
resulted in the capture of General 
Archer and hundreds of his 
men, 
Colonel J. K. P. Scott, Carlisle street, 
informs The Times. 
General John F. Reynolds was killed 
in that hour while directing the Sec­ 
ond Wisconsin to their position in the 
grove (10:15 a. rn).
